THE POST'S LIBEL SUIT 


The ns Given by Mr. 


for His Vote. 
THE CASE TO BE TRIED IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


The Post’s Criticisms Dis- 
sected and Answered. 


George Ernst of Belmont, Nye 
county, late candidate for State 
Surveyor General, isin town. The 
Sau Francisco Evening Post pub- 
lished during the last campaign an 
article reflecting on him for his op- 
position to a bill introduced during 
his term in the Legislature in 1881. 
The bill authorized the Surveyor 
General to make selections of lands 
donated to the State under the 
2,000,000 acre grant and paying him 
a cent and a half an acre for it. The 
Post said Mr. Ernst had a wood 
business which would be interfered 
with if the bill became a law as 
passed by the Senate, and that by 
his opposition the State lost a mil- 
lion of dollars, Mr. Ernst said at 
the time that he would sue the 
Post for libel, and he is keeping his 
word. As most of the Republican 

PAPERS OF NEVADA 
Republished the article, it may be 


of interest to them to know that 
Mr. Ernst will bring no suits 
against any but the originator of 
the article. Mr. Ernst’s reasons 
for opposing the bill were given by 
him at the time, and his able and 
vigorous figbt was undoubtedly the 
cause of its defeat. They are as 
follows: 

First—It might entail a needless 
expense of $30,000 on the State. 

Second—As only surveyed lands 
could be selected much valuable 
timber, grazing and farming lands 
which were still unsurveyed must 
be lost to the State if the grant was 


' 


exbausted. As the law now is the“ 


State gets the benefit of such sales 
— fast as the land comes into mar- 
det. 

Third—At that time a great many 
desert and pre-emption applications 
were on file in the United States 
land offices which have since been 
withdrawn and the lands bought 
from the State on account of the 
greater ease in getting titles. None 
of this land could have been selected 
theo on account of its being al- 


ready applied for and withdrawn. 


Fourth—This state of affairs 
would only have left Mobson’s 
choice for the Surveyor-General. 
He could only have selected lands 
that had beeu refused by everybody 


else, henee the great risk the State 


would have run of never selling an 
acre of the lands so selected. 

Fifth—If it had been advisable 
for the State to select these lands, 
refused by everybody else, they 
ought not to be selected without a 
personal inspection, and as the bill 
only allowed a cent anda half an 
acre for his service, it is patent to 
anyone that the Surveyor-General 
would not travel far to ins 
160 acres for $5 40; therefore it fol- 
lows that he would have made an 
me selection from the township 
ota, 

Sixth—The bill provided that if’ 
the Purveyor-General selected an 
timber lands they should be graded, 
All timber lands that would cut 
400 cords and over to the acre 
should be sold at $2 50 per acre, 
and all under at $1 25. It is be- 
lieved that there is no land that 
will produce 400 cords to the acre 
subject to selection. It follows that 
all the land selected would be sold 
for $1 25, ifatall. So there would 
be nothing gained by selecting, and 
the State would have taken the 
risk of never selling it at all. 

The State could not have been 
injured a million dollars, because 
the failure to select did not affect 
the State’s title tothe grant or its 
sules of land inany way. During 
the two years intervening between 
that and the next session of the 
Legislature only about 
acres were sold, and as that Legis- 
lature had the right to pass a simi- 
lar bill there could not have been 
any such loss. 

AS THE LAW NOW STANDS, 
No lands are selected until a de- 
posit of 25 cents an acre has been 
made with the State Treasurer to 
show the purchaser’s good faith, so 
that the State does not risk the 
sale of an acre. These are the 
reasons given Mr. Ernst, and
